She 
said,  "One  of  the  things  that  helped 
me  get  through  the  experience  of 
being  bullied  and  harassed  as  a  teen 
was  my  commitment  to  abstinence 
from  drugs,  sex,  and  alcohol."  Miss 
Harold  stated,  "This  message  is  part 
of  who  I  am,  and  I  want  to  share  that 
with  young  people." 

Following  the  appearance  on  the 
MDCC  campus,  she  attended  a  lun- 
cheon at  the  Capps  Center  where  area 
civic  groups  welcomed  her.  Also  ap- 
pearing with  Miss  Harold  was 
Allison  Kellogg,  Miss  Mississippi 
2003.  Both  Miss  America  and  Miss 
Mississippi  took  time  for  photos  with 
visiting  students  and  with  Delta  Con- 
nection members.
